A quarter-century ago, Nixon left with a touch of defiance^ 


Disgraced leader’s 
departure still stirs 
up mixed feelings

years ago on Aug. 8, a .small army 
of reporters was camped on the 
front-lawn of the home of Vice 
President Gerald R. Ford Jr. in 
Alexandria/ Va,;, where he was 
secluded with his wife Betty, 

• glued to a television set. On^ihe 
lawn, the reporters stood around 
another television set, watching 
Ford’s personal history, and the 
history of the nation, being made. 

■ _ _Onto the sen-en came the weary 
Image of Ridiard Milhous Nixon, 
the 37th pre.sident of the United 
States, seated at his desk in the 
Oval Office. In somber tones, he 
told the American people that the 
next morning, for the first time in 
the history of the republic, a presi- 
dent was going to resign his office. 

He cast his decision, as was 
characteristic of him, in the 
noblest of terms. “Ali the deci- 
sions I have made in my public 
Kfe,” said the man who"warbelng — 
driven out in the face of five arti- 
cles of impeachment against him, 

• .“I have always tried to do what 

was best for the nation.” 

He made only a glancing refer- 
ence to the scandal that had | 
. brought him down - the break-in 
at the headquarters of the 
Democratic National Committee > 
by bu^ars in the hire of his pres- i 
idential re-election committee in i 
the summer of 1972. and the sub- i 
s^uem cover-up of blame within 1 
his White House.

Student uncovers eugenics plot in Vermont’s past

BOSTON (AP) - A docionil stu- 
dent has uncovered a dark secret 
in Vermont’s past: Scientists in 
the 1920s and 30s had an active 
eugenic, s plan to eliminate the 
state’s “degenerate" bloodlines 
and replenish "old pioneer stock." 
~~r Ttuubook-to.bu-p'uUIisliBUIaier— 
•this year, Nancy. Gallagher 
details the plan called the 
“Vennnnt Eugenics Survey." 

’Ihe 12-year sur\’ey, developed 
by an independent team of social 
.scientists, studied "good" and 
“bad” families in the state and 
listed those wliich it determined 
needed tu he eliminated, 
Gallagtier told The Boston Globe 
for a story in today’s editions. 


The report was circulated 
among policymakers at the time 
and led to ilic pas-stige of n 1931 
sterilization law. 

The law resulted in tlie steril- 
ization of several hundred poor, 
rural Vermonier.s, Abenaki 
—Indians aiid-others deemed unfit 
to procreate, the Glnhe reported. 

Vermont was hardly alone in 
embracing eugenics, the science 
of human breeding that 
branched off from socidl 
Darwinism. • 

Tlie concept was to manage the 
miseiy of the poor. Studies fiacl 
suggested domestic abuse and 
alcoholism were thought to he 
caused by recessive genes and 


inbreeding. Thus, by reducing 
(he number of babies bom to sick 
or unwed parents, and by ottraa- 
ing desirable settlers, sodol sci- 
entists thouglit they could a build 
a healthier society, the Globe

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
number ,of FBI employees fired 
for miaCODduct rose from 19 to 32. 
between 199? and l998. The 
bureau says swifter completion 
of more internal investigations 
was the cause. 

In its annual report Friday, ilic 
bureau's Office of Professional 
Responsibility said that 301 


employe es rece i ved'd iscipli he"' otli e rcrim e.s.

I'lie 301 employees disciplined 
in 1998 represented just under 
half the 615 employees whose 
investigations for serious miscon- 
duct were completed that year. 
The 301 include 140 agents and 
161 support workers and com- 
prise LI percent of the bureau's 
total workforce. Of the 32 fired, i 
11 were agents and 21 support 
workers.

Asia cleans up in wake of floods 
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■ SEOUL, South Korea (AP) - 
For centuries, Koreans called it 
“The Water Demon" - dark 
brown n(K>dwater that swallowed 
everything in its way: cow.s, pigs, 
homes, rice paddies and often 
human lives. 

In the aftermath of floods that 
swamped villages, higliways and 
huge tracts of farmland last 
week, Koreans agtiin learned how 
‘devilish nature can be. 

Low-lying towns north of Seoul, 
the South Korean capital, looked 
like hiigl- garbage dumps on 
Saturday. Streets were clotted 
witii broken fiimiturc that resi- 
dents had rescued from their sod- 
den homes, and crumpled cars 
lay overturned.

TWIN FALLS - Bob Adamson 
has seen a lot change in the 
world of model aviatioiL

The pilots competed in' skill 
contests such os the *Toudi tyid 
Go,” which requires the plane 
to touch a spot on the runway 
and take off as many tiroes as 
possible in two minutes; and the 
sloiom, a contest of ^iccd where 
a pilot taxis the plane around a 
set of balloons. 

*'I(’s orie. thing to run drclqs ~ 
around balloons. It’s another 


thing once they're up in the 
air.” Adamson said. 

In the air.-planes ba t ti e g r a r i -- 
ly and the wind, and a pilot's 
skill is the only thing keeping 
an expensive in>-cstmcni intact, 
A basic model plane can cost a 
few hundred dollars plus the 
weeks and months spent 
putting it togetJicr. Some of the 
larger planes cost liwusands of 
dollars. 

But or£c they're logcflw. the 
planes usually last ’‘until they 
hit the ground,” Adamson said. 

l^anes weren't the only thing 
flying Saturday. Twin Falls resi- 
dent Michael Vcrzwyvelt 
wowed the oowd with a model 
helicopter flying exhibition. 

The agile helicopter did bar- 
rel rolls, loops, flew backwards 
and even upsi«fe down. 

Jed Bateman doesn’t fly heli- 
copters. but his skill with the 


plane helped him perform well 
in the contests. 

— ^ateman.' 14; is one of many 
boys that Adanlson has shared 
his hisdnation of model aviation 
wiih. Through groups such as 
the Boy Scouts, Adamson has 
introduced model aviadon to a 
new generation that is getting 
the same thrill Adamson gets 
when he hits the throttle and 
sends his plane into the air. 

”Hicre's an adrenaline rush 
you gel by flying an airplane 
that you won’t get any other 
way.” Adamson said. ”Usually 
you have at least a year put igto 
an aiiplone. and you put it all on . 
the line when you start that 
engine.”

Habitat for Humanity needs 


more leaders in Mini-Cassia?

BURLEY - It takes a hundred 
volunteers to build a house. But 
just missing a few can put things 
on hold. 

That’s what has happened to 
Mini-Cassia community me mbers 
I ^0 nave been trying fonS" 
months to establish an official 
Habitat for Humanity affiliate in 
the area. Dcsplte'adequatc com- 
munity funding and support, the 
inability to secure reliable, com- 
munity-rooted Icadcrsliip has put 
plans to build affordable housing 
in Mini-Cassia on hold. 

Habitat for Hlimanit^ (HFH) is 
a non-profit ecumenical Christian 
organization that facilitates the 
planning and construction of 
“ affordablc'housing in mral-and- 
urban areas worldwide. The pro- 
gram depends on the inidadve of 
a few concerned ddzens who rec- 
ognize a local need for low- 
income housing and band togeth- 
er to organize independent, local- 
ly-run HITI afniiaics. 

The temporary affiliate went 
through a mandatory 18-month 
application process to establish 
official affiliate status. Even 
before the application was sub- 
mitted, the group was required to 
have all its ducks in a row. That 
meant having an cxccudve board 
of 12 to 20 directors and each of 
the necessary subcommittees 
firmly in place. 

“It is very important that the 
affiliate has the structure to be 
successful ... so the group doesn’t 
have_o.negative,impact_on.thc 
•community, -’’-snid-Morvis-Briee; — 


member of the site sclecdon com- 
mittee. 

But the 18-month timeline 
recently expired, and the group 


was unable to prove itself as an 
entity -with reliable leadership. A 
. cridcal committee had its chair- 
persons replaced twice, Adams 
said. In addition, four people in 
key leadership positions have 
resigned, including two presi- 
dents, both ministers who had 
transferred to other churdies.

just kept losing our leaders,” 

Adams stiid. - 

Neither donations nor volun- 
teer support was a problem for 
the temporary affiliate. When 
Chuck Meyer of Burley, co-cliair 
of the church relations commit- 
tee, introduced tlie idea of an 
HFll affiliate in Mini-Cassia, he 
garnered .substantial interest. A 
group of nearly 100 people 
showed initial cnthusiasm,.and 
- were able to raise an initial 53,000 
prior to application, said Adams. 

“The raising of funds turned 
out to be one of the easiest things 
to get done,” Adams said. 

The Mini-Cassia group also 
compiled statistics on the income 
and economic levels of the cum- 
munity, identified n need for low- 
income housing in the area, and 
identified the particular groups 
in the community the affiliate 
hoped to serve, Adams .said. 

Annis Henson, associate 
regional director for Habitat 
Northwest, is waiting to schedule 
a conference call with the group 
regarding tlic current status ond.._. 
the future of HFH in the Mini- 
Cassia area. 

“Right now they met our limi- 
tation and we can't let them go

Continued from B1 ^ " 
and the state Division of 
Environmemiil Qiialtiy regulates 
other livestock operations and is 
working on regulations for .swine 
, and poultry operations, . 

While the state government is 
working to help local govern- 
ments regulate mega-opera- 
tions, each county has the job of 
providing the .site regulations 
for a proposed operation. This 
can be a daunting task, 
Maughan said. 

“Riglil now we send members 
of our planning commission out 
to n site and then check off the 
requirements the developer lias 
to have," Matiglian said. “But we 
don't have the ability to get scien- 
tific evidence to make sure the 
operators live u|) to what. they say 
they will." 

If a technical support team is 
created, the county's decision 
making {irocess will become a lot 
easier, Maughan .said.. 

“We’re hoping this will provide 
the technical objective data to 


support proper site decisions,” 
Maughan said. “Then wc want 
the state agencies to enforce the ' 
rules and monitor the sites. This 
will go n long way in helping local 
governments properly site 
CAFOs." 

Bill Crafion, the county’s plan- 
ning and zoning director, .said the' ’ 
support team ide .1 is a good one. 
He agrees the team’s ivould help 
county officials in their decision 
making. ' 

“Tlie problem is that we just 
don’t have all tlic expertise to 
know if a person is right for the 
area or not,” Grafton said. “By 
having n rejuonal group to review 
the npplicitions, it would he a hig 
help in siting these proposed 
operations.” 

A regional group may add 30 
days to the application process 
that now takes about 90 days, he

“It’s simply a matter of El’A 
giving credit where credit is 
dne.“ said Marie Jenhings/'the 
Seaiile-lNised manager of EI’A's 
regional pesticide unit, who 
signed off on the report. “The 
Idaho Department of Agriciiliure 
Is doing a great job!” 

The EFA region completed an 


end-of-ihc-year review of the 
Slate's enforcement program. It 
analysed the Idaho laws and pro- 
cedures to comply with the 
FedL-ral Insecticide, Fungicide 
and UoJenticide Act. 

“This reView revealed that 
ISDA followed its procedures 
closely, initiates investigations in

• SportsMind took programmers 
and managers out of the office 
for a tlircc^ay retreat to improve 
trust, communication and 
accountability. Weekly reinforce- 
ment sessions followed. 

The four months of training 
ended in April. By then the team 
had reached'a major mllcstbne - 
pipping the Rrst product to the 
client. 

Jl “A lot of programmers are lon- 
ers, fanatic guys and gals that

Kirsch said. “They had to under- 
stand that as a team they pro- 
duce more." 

SportsMind expects revenues 
of about S7 million this year.

SportsMind’s methods aren't 
fast or cheap.

A. It’s a bet that a stock or 
other invcsoncni will lost' value. 
If it docs, the investor wins. 

/Uthough it sounds backw.irds, 
it’s still based on the fundamen- 
tal principal of buying low and 
selling hi^. The twist is that the 

sho rt seller sells fir sr, then hiiy< 

Here’s how it works: An 
investor figures that XYZ Corp; 
stock, currently iradin^at SIOO a 
' share, is more likely to fall in 
price than to ri.se. So the investor 
borrows 100 shares from his bro- 
ker and sells them for SIOO each, 
for a total of 510,000. It’s called 
short selling l>ccause the investor 
sells shares he docs not own - 
he’s “short” those shares. (The 
opposite is to be “long” - to own 
sJiares.) 

Eventually, the short seller 
must buy 100 shares to give the 
broker and pay off the debt. If 
. the pri ce h as gone down, he’ll _ 
make a profit. At $90 a ^arc, for' 
example, he’d make $1,000. 

Before one can engage in short 
selling, it's generally necessary to 
open a margin account, which 
allows one to borrow from a bro- 
ker. In a short sole, the proceeds

Ifa person's medical needs are 
le.ss intense, then that perso n mov 
require “inicrmeJIuie or sltillctT 
— eufeT-wliich-is-traditignall y provl d~ 
ed by a nursing home. If the per- 
son can afford to pay for his or her 
core privately, ihnt person or ihe 
family and his or her phy.sician can 
determine if this level of care is 
needed or desired; however, 
should Medicaid assistance will be 
sought, the affected individual will 
likely have to meet the “medical 
necessity” criteria established by 
the Medicaid pragnim. 

“Residential care” or “ussisied 
living” is lower on the scale than 


skilled or intermediate care and is 
provided in a residential care or 
assisted living facility (RCF). 
Generally, people who need this 
level of care do not meet the crite- 
ria for skilled or intermediate 
nursing cure, but require u great 
deal of supervision and assistance
